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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 7 and 15 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. They depend from canceled claims, and 
cannot be understood. It is assumed that they now depend from the independent 
claims. Further, claims 1 and 10 limit the overlying layer to "a uniform homogenous 
layer". It is not clear how a uniform homogenous layer can have different textures. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1, 3, 8, 10, 12 and 16 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
clearly anticipated by Cote et al, '106. Note figure 4b, and column 8, lines 8-27. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

6. Claims 4, 9, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Cote et al, '106. Cote et al disclose everything claimed, except the underlying 
pads having different thicknesses; or the polishing pad being linear. It would have been 
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an obvious matter of design choice to make the different portions of the pad of 
whatever form or shape was desired or expedient. A change in form or shape is 
generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art, absent any 
showing of unexpected results. In re Dailey et a/., 149 USPQ 47. 

7. Claims 7 and 15, as best understood, are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Cote et al, '106 in view of Neff, as set forth in paper no. 4, 
mailed February 12, 1999. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed November 22, 1999 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Cote et al do not disclose the uniform 
homogenous layer, as Cote et al disclose different abrasive surfaces. How is this 
different than applicant's invention as set forth in claims 7 and 15? Applicant should 
refer to figure 4b, column 8, lines 8-27.
